A RAILROAD DISASTER, 


A 
The San Francisco Chronicle, which is 


doing good work for the silver cause, is 
reminded of the adage " that there are 
none so blind as those who will not 
see," by an article on the money ques- 
tion which appears in the North Ameri- 
can JKeview for July by that charlatan 
on finance, Edward Atkinson. 
The 


Chronicle says: "The whole burden of 
Mr. Atkinson's diatribe is to the effect 
that the commercial world is afraid 
that the United States will restore sil- 
ver to the privilege of coinage; that 
this apprehension has created distrust; The 
that thereby trade has been checked 
and that general bankruptcy is immin- 
ent. He enters into a long calculation 
in the kintergarten style to show the 
enormous volume of productions and 
internal trade. 
He computes these 


domestic exchanges at $100,000,000 per 
day. 
The most of such exchanges in 


amount are affected through credit, he 
says, is based upon money. ' When a 
doubt exists about the quality of the 
money trade stops.' He then asserts 
that the quality of the money which is 
lawful in the United States is doubted 
and that this is what is now affecting 
trade. 'Trade is checked; men are be- 
ginning to fail; ranks are subject to 
ruin; distress prevails everywhere.' 


"Now this is rfheer nonsense. The 


commercial and financial disturbances 
in the United States, whereof he speaks 
—the shrinkage of values and depres- 
sion of trade which have combined to 
cause a largo number of failures and a 
serious falling off in the productive and 
industrial activities of the country— 
are disturbances not confined to the 
United States. The same depression of 
trade, the same enormous shrinkage of 
values, the same want of confidence, 
the same unwillingness to invest in new 
enterprises, in a word, the 'distrust' 
of whicl Mr. Atkinson complains—pre- 
vails in England to-day to a larger ex- 
tent thun in the United States. And, ha 
fuct, the whole commercial and indus- 
trial world is suffering in the same way 
and from the same general cause. The 
readers of the Chronicle have been made 
familiar during the past months with 
the enlightened discussion of this sub- 
ject by the leading economic and finan- 
cial writers of Engazines and in the 
press. It is tho consensus of opinion 
among these writers, as the Chronicle 
has pointed out, that the depression 
of trade—using the term to comprehend 
all the disturbances under considera- 
tion—is the result of the appreciation 
of gold and concomitant fall of prices 
resulting from the demonetization of 
silver. 


" Nor is it true, as asserted by Mr. 


Atkinson, that the quality of the mone> 
of the United States is doubted by the 
people. All of the money now hi cir- 
culation, whether gold or silver coin or 
certificates, greenbacks, national bank 
bills or the silver purchase notes, is of 
equal value. No one refuses silver or 
silver notes; no one fears that they will 
become of less value than the other 
money. The bankers' conspiracy and 
such men as Atkinson have attempted 
to create such distrust but have failed." 


The address issued by the Denver 


Silver convention contains a clear, forc- 
ible and specific denial of the charge 
put forth by Mr. Atkinson and other 
violent monometallists. It denounces 
the assertion that the bimetallists de- 
mand that 60 cents' worth of silver be 
stamped as a dollar as a lie. The fall 
in the bullion price of the white metal 
•was caused by the success of the con- 
spiracy of 1873. Had gold been demon- 
etized it would have fallen lower pro- 
portionately than silver. What the bi- 
metallists ask is that the law relating 
to coinage as it stood for seventy-five 
years shall be restored without any 
change whatever. They urge the re- 
enactment of the old law " with su- 
preme confidence that it will immedi- 
ately place every coined American dol- 
lar upon a par value, both as coin and 
bullion, restore confidence and set in 
motion the wheels of all the country's 
magnificent industries."

A BAH.BOAD DISASTER. 


Three Persons Killed tuul Several In- 


jured. 


CHICAGO, July 17.—Another horrible 


disaster attributable to street crossing 
at grade by railroads occurred this 
evening. An incoming passenger train 
on the Grand Trunk road crashed into 
a crowded street car at Forty-ninth 
street, killing Charles Perkins, John 
Dillon and Mrs. Maggie Murphy and 
wounding eight others, of whom two 
will probably die. 


The Forty-ninth street crossing is a 


network of tracks and has always been 
regarded as a dangerous spot. A long 
freight train going west had just passed 
and the tower flagman raised the gates. 
This was taken as a signal that the way 
was clear and the driver of the car 
started ahead. The passenger train, 
which was rapidly approaching from 
the west, struck the street car squarely 
in the middle, turning it around and 
hurling- it thirty feet from the point 
where it was struck. Some of the pas- 
sengers managed to save themselves by 
jumping. The three people w^ere fright- 
fully mangled. 


The police arrested the engineer and 


fireman of the train. The engineer said 
he did not see the street car until it 
was on the track, and so close that it 
was impossible for him"to stop. The 
towerman did not see the passenger 
until after the gates were raised and 
the street car stai-ted ahead.

Plan Suggested for Increasing It. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—Heavy clear- 


ing house payments in New York 
caused the gold reserve to fall lower 
than for several days past, to $98,559,- 
480. 
The currency balance is $26,117,- 


618. 
The Star this evening gave publi- 


cation to the following statement re- 
garding gold payments from the United 
States sub-treasury in New York: 


Considerable effort is being made by 


financial agents here to discover the 
motive behind these payments, but the 
department is close-mouthed as a clam. 
An explanation got through private 
sources, is that the department is try- 
ing to take advantage of the scarcity 
of small and convenient currency for 
internal business to pinch the banks 
as the banks have pinched the govern- 
ment, by storing gold. The banks are 
greatly in need of small bills for cur- 
rent business transactions and use in 
agricultural districts. The theory is 
advanced, if they cannot get what they 
ueed-of this kind of currency by any 
other means, they will have to make 
terms with the treasury which will in- 
volve the exchange of gold or gold cer- 
tificates in large quantities for notes 
and certificates of small denomina- 
tions.

The Journal of the American Medical 


Association has the following on the 
crook of the cycle: 


"The wide diffusion of the bicycle as 


a means of locomotion, and as well an 
agent of pleasant pastime, has in- 
troduced into orthopedic surgery a new 
factor in the production of spinal 
curvature. When the wheel came into 
use, the handles were long and the 
rider sat upright. The followers of 
Father Jahn encouraged it, and well in- 
formed physicians saw in it a new in- 
strument of physical culture. 
" The desire for increased speed and 


record breaking lessened the diameter 
of the wheel and shortened the handles, 
so that now you may see on any fine 
day whole troops of cyclists spinning 
along with their backs arched over the 
lever, and as the victim must see where 
he is going, he raises his chin, and the 
back of his head approaches the 
shoulder blades. Thus a double antero- 
posterior curvature has its foundation 
laid; constant humping the back could 
do no less. 
"It is not intended to convey the idea 


that cycling should be abolished; on 
the contrary, it should be encouraged, 
but cycles should be so constructed 
that the rider may sit upright like a 
man, and not double up like a hunch- 
back or professional contortionist. In 
the latest pattern bicycles we see 
wherein true scientific culture has been 
made to give way to the demands of the 
professionals. The amateur should be 
encouraged, for he rides for health and 
pleasure; while the professional rides 
for the money he can win by it. It was

RAILROADS 
AFXMSCTED. 


The railroads in Utah, Idaho, Mon- 


tana and Colorado are affected by the 
depression in mining. Railroad men 
say the general public can hardly real- 
ize the extent of the reduction in the 
freight business. Ore shipments have 
practically ceased, causing a great loss 
of freight, and the local passenger 
traffic is much less than usual. Re- 
trenchment is the order of the day and 
the number of trains are being reduced 
on many of the roads. 


A8 the railroads are owned by east- 


ern men the loss of business resulting 
from the low price of silver is creating 
a sentiment in favor of the metal in an 
unexpected quarter. Every stockholder 
in western railroads feels directly In- 
terested and the managers of the roads 
say they are as deeply concerned in 
the soloution of the silver question as 
the miners and farmers. This will tend 
to influence congress to a considerable 
extent as owners of and dealers in rail- 
road bonds and stocks in the princi- 
pal eastern cities will not want to 
have their value depreciated.

patriotic citizens of the country in 
entering our earnest protest against 
the further contraction of the cur- 
rency, the stagnation of business, the 
paralysis of commerce, the depression 
of labor and the industrial pursuits of 
the republic and the ruin of the min- 
ing industry in all the silver producing 
states and territories, which must re- 
sult from the unconditional repeal of 
the Sherman silver law of 1890, now 
contemplated by the administration 
and other assassins ofhuman happiness 
and American progress, in the interest 
of the creditor classes of Europe and 
America who have bought up our na- 
tional, state, county and individual 
securities payable, by the terms of the 
contract of purchase, in com dollars of 
the value of one hundred cents, and 
who now demand payment in gold 
dollars worth one hundred and fifty 
cents 


Resolved, That we demand non-inter- 


vention of all foreign powers in our 
domestic concerns and national policy 
concerning our finances, as well our 
civil, religious and political liberty. 
And we demand of our public servants, 
who are charged with legislation and 
the duty of sentinels on the watch 
towers of American independence, to 
see to it that the crowned heads and 
money aristocracy of Europe shall not 
subvert our free institutions by the 
only means in their power, by binding 
American people with the galling 
chains of financial slavery, which have 
been forged for them under the policy 
of the gold standard and the conse- 
quent destruction of one-half of the 
people's money. 


Resolved, That we expect of our sen- 


ators and representatives in congress 
from Nevada to use every means given 
them by parliamentary law to resist 
the efforts and thwart the designs of 
the administration at Washingon and 
its co-conspirators at home and abroad, 
to fix permanently the gold standard 
on our country. 


Resolved, That we demand the free 


coinage of silveir and gold at the ratio 
of 16 to 1 as our money of ultimate re- 
demption; that if congress shall fail at 
the coming session to restore the 
money of the constitution as ordained 
by the fathers of our government, then 
let it be impeached at the bar of pub- 
lic opinion — the ballot box — and the 
president and his secretary of the 
treasury be impeached by the new 
house of representatives and arraigned 
at the bar of the senate for high crimes 
and misdemeanors already committed 
by willfully violating the resolutions 
of congress wherein it was 


"Resolved, By the senate (the house of 


tep>-esentatives concurring therein) that all 
the bonds of the United States issued under 
the said acts of congress herein before re- 
cited a>e payable, principal and interest, at 
the option of t 'ic government of the United 
States in siher dollais of the coinage of 
the United States containing 41% 1-2 grains 
each of the standard silver; and that to 
restore to its coinage such silver corns as a 
legal tender in payment of said bonds, 
principal and interest, is not a violation of 
the public faith nor in derogation of the 
rights of the public creditor " and in vio- 
lating the provisions of the Sherman 
silver law wherein it is enacted, " the 
secretary of the treasury shall coin of the 
silver bullion purchased under the provis- 
ions of this act as much as may be neces- 
sary to provide for the redemption of the 
treasiny notes tlierein provided for.' , 


Resolved, That the demands for the 


unconditional repeal of the silver bull- 
ion purchasing clause of the Sherman 
act by the administration under the 
pretense of its necessity to stop the 
drain of gold from the treasury by the 
redemption of the treasury 'notes, in 
the face of the fact that it and its pre- 
decessors have wantonly and crim- 
inally ignored the plain and mandatory 
provisions of the act to redeem these 
notes in silver com, is disreputable 
pettifogging unworthy oFthe hand of a 
great nation.

allic convention which meets in Chicago 
August 1. The following gentlemen 
were suggested as delegates:

Mack, Con Ahern, D. B. Lyman, E. 
Strother, H. Gorham, P. Kervin, W. E. 
F. Deal, F. M. Huffaker, James Quirk, 
L. P. Wardle, J. R. Ryan, J. B. Mallon, 
H. P. Flannery, Charles Lyons. 


Upon motion of W. E. Sharon, the 


chair appointed George W. Hatch and 
W. E. Sharon a, committee, to which J. 
H. Kinkead was afterwards added, to 
wait upon the manager of the Chronicle 
and secure through the paper the 
advocacy of the necessity of all the 
delegates named attending the Chicago 
convention. 


Upon motion of W. E. Sharon, a com- 


mittee of five, consisting of C. E. Mack, 
W. E. F. Deal, F. M. Huffaker, W. E. 
Sharon and Clayton Relknap, was ap- 
pointed to draft suitable resolutions 
upon the silver question, to report next 
Thursday night.

night at 7:30, when the committeemen 
will meet at the office of C. E. Mack, to 
hear the report of the committee on 
resolutions and to transact other busi- 
ness.

DOUBT AT THE LAST. 


Mankind Ha* Always Had a Horror of Be- 


ing Burled Allre, and tbe Cremation of 
the Ancient* May Have Been Due to Thi* 
Fear—Some Peculiar Case*. 
So deceptive are many of the ordinary 


evidences of death that medical science 
has given to this subject a great deal of 
attention. It used to be supposed that 
people -were often buried alive through 
iccident, and writers of romance have 
dwelt npon this species of horror with 
much unction. During the war of the 
rebellion many soldiers were said.to 
have been interred while living who were 
merely in a lethargy or stupor arising 
from loss of blood, exhaustion, cold and 
fear. Bodies have often been found 
turned over in coffins, as if the occupants 
had waked up and tried to get out. In 
numerous other cases of a similar sort 
the tongue has been discovered protrud- 
ing from the mouth, as if from suffoca- 
tion, and there have been stains from 
bleeding on the burial clothes. 


Now, 
such fag£s as these were amply 


sufficient in former days to convince the 
most skeptical that the persons concerned 
had been interred alive. But it is now 
known that such phenomena are exhib- 
ited by dead bodies under conditions 
wholly normal. The turning of a corpse 
in its coffin is brought about by the ex- 
pansion of the gases of putrefaction. 
The projection of the tongue from the 
mouth is an effect of the same cause. 
Bleeding often occurs after death. In 
fact, such a hemorrhage is known to have 
taken place eight days after death. In 
this instance the bleeding was from 
wounds inflicted during life. 


The stoppage of the heart's beating is 


not regarded as a satisfactory evidence 
of death. In somo cases on record that 
organ has apparently ceased to perform 
its function for as much as 15 min- 
utes, and yet the person has revived. 
Tidy, the great English authority, speaks 
of the instance of a certain Colonel 
Townshend, who was seemingly able to 
die at will and to come to life again 
when he chose. On a number of occasions 
he had deliberately suspended his own 
vital processes for a short time. Finally 
he consulted physicians on the subject, 
deeming his ability to do this a suffi- 
ciently abnormal symptom to be some- 
what alarming. In the presence of the 
doctors he voluntarily lapsed into a state 
of torpidity, his heart stopped and his 
breathing also, a mirror held at his 
mouth showing no dimness. 


This case was apparently unique. At 


the same time the peculiar faculty de- 
veloped by Colonel Townshend—who 
died that same night for good and all— 
bears a seeming likeness to the peculiar 
power exhibited by certain fakirs of In- 
dia. For centuries it has been a familiar 
trick for certain of these fakirs who pos- 
sessed tho accomplishment to permit 
themselves to be buried alive for months, 
coming to life again after being dug up. 
That this remarkable feat is wholly bona 
fido has been satisfactorily demonstrated. 
It has been repeatedly performed in the 
presence of most skeptical witnesses un- 
der circumstances which preclude all 
possibility of deception. It is an arti- 
ficial suspension of vitality, bearing some 
relation to the natural hibernation of 
bats and other animals. 


If the finger of a person in whom the 


vital spark still lingers be tightly bound 
with a piece of string, the end of the fin- 
ger will soon become red and then bluish. 
But if the individual be dead no such 
effect will be produced by the applica- 
tion of a ligature. If during life a clean 
and bright needle be thrust into the 
muscles of the body, the steel rapidly 
rusts on being withdrawn. After death 
no such oxidation takes place, it is said. 
However, the certainty of this latter test 
is disputed. One of the most familiar 
methods of determining absence of life 
is that of producing a blister by heat, as 
with the flame of a candle. If the skin 
beneath and around the blister becomes 
red, the individual lives; otherwise he'is 
dead. 


One of the most reliable tests of this 


question is made by holding the hand of 
the supposed cadaver between the eye 
and the light of a candle or lamp. When 
thus examined, the hand of a living per- 
son has a rosy color between the fingers. 
This is not the case with a corpse. Only 
a few days ago a woman was found dead 
in bed at a hotel in Chicago with n pistol 
in her liand and a bullet hole in her tem- 
ple. 
A man who is supposed to have 


left her a few hours prevtonsly was ac- 
cused of having murdered her, but the 
coroner's jury decided that it was a case 
of suicide. So far as the newspaper re- 
ports indicated, the jury did not pay any 
attention to one most important point in 
the evidence. If the revolver was tightly 
grasped in the dead woman's hand, she 
must have committed suicide. It is not 
possible for another individual to tighten 
the relaxed grip of a dead person upon 
a weapon. 


If the person has committed suicide, 


tho weapon will be fotnnd rigidly grasped 
with fingers stiffened by the rigor mortis. 
But after death the fingers cannot be 
made to take a grip firmly. This is re- 
garded as a most important point from 
the medico-legal standpoint. It has de- 
termined the fate of an accused prisoner 
in many a trial. Army surgeons say that 
the expressions on the faces of soldiers 
killed in battle reveal the causes of 
death. Those who have perished from 
sword wounds have s look of repose, 
while there is an expression of pain on 
the countenance of those slain by bullets. 
It is rather on odd fact that tho heart of 
ft dying man ordinarily continues to beat 
for four or five minutes after breathing 
has ceased.—Washington Star.

RULES AND CONDITIONS. 


Races begin at 1 o'clock sharp r. M. 
Dial clock indicates the time each race 
starts. 


Thirty minutes between races. 
Signals—Bell call denotes to saddle. Bugle 
calls the horses to post. 


The bugle call will be precisely five minutes 
after the saddle call. 


Owners, trainers, jockeys or others havinjf 
care of the animal, that do not send the horse 
out promptly at post signal will be lined. 


Nominations to all stakes must be made to 
the Secretary on or before the 1st day of 
September, 1893. 


Entries for the running purses must be 
made two daj s preceding the race, before (i 
o'clock i', u. 


Those who lutve nominated in stakes must 
name to the Secretary in writing winch they 
will start the <!~y before the race at 6 p. M. 


Horses enter oil .in purses can only be drawn 
by consent of the judges. 


In making entries for purse races, tho 
name, age and sex of tho horse, and the 
weight and colors of the rider must be given. 
After a horse has run once at the meeting, 
the name of tho horse, with the weight to be 
carried at the race is sufficient. 


In purses and stakes, three horses of differ- 
ent interests to enter and start or the race 
may be declared off by the executive com- 
mittee. 


In all free for all running races, except 
handicaps, and whore other stipulated con- 
ditions do not conflict with this rule, all 
horses that have not won before September 
1st, will be allowed ten pounds, and all horses 
that have won prior to September 1st shall 
carry tive pounds over scale weight. 


Ten per cent, entrance to all races unless 
the condition* otherwise stipulate, and rnunt 
be paid prior to weighing th« jockey out. 


Where there It more than one entry by one 
person, or in one iriterent, tho particular 
horse they are to start must be named by 0 
p. if. of the day preceding the race. 


No added money paid for a walk-over. 
Entries to all Trotting and Pacing races 
close September 1st with the Secretary, 


All Trotting and Pacing purses divided at 
the rate of 60, 30 and 10 per rent. 


All Trotting and Pacing races ar« tho best 
three in tivc, unless otherwise specified; five 
or more to enter and three or more to start, 
but the Board reserves tbe right to hold a 
less number than five to fill, by the with- 
drawal of a proportionate amount of the 
purse, which shall be divided pro rota. 


In all two in three races horses not winning 
one heat in two must go to the stable; and in 
all three in five races horses not winning one 
heat in three must go to tbe stable. 


The Board reserves the right to trot heats 
of any two classes alternately if necessary to 
finish any day's racing, or to trot a special 
race between heat*. 


When less than the required unmber of 
starters appear they may contest for the 
entrance money, to be divided an follow*: 
66% to the first and 33'A to the second. 


In dividing purses no horse shall receive 
more than one money. 


At the discretion of the Board, and without 
notice, tbe entries of any person may be re- 
fused. 


Every person subscribing to a sweepstake, 
or entering a horse in a running race, under 
these condition*, accept* tbe decision of the 
Board of Director* on any question relating 
to a race or racing. 


National Trotting Association rules to 
govern trotting race*. Pacific Coast Blood 
Hone Association rules to govern all running 
race* where they do not conflict with these 
conditions.
